DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

The Examiner hereby withdraws the restriction requirement in the mailing of 27 
June 2005 because claims 4-6 are linking claims for practicing the processes of claims 
1-3. The linking claims of the apparatus will be examined with the method claims.

any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "grove" in line 5 should be. 
"groove". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: "grove" in 
line 6 should be "groove". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: "the 
electrolyte" in line 8 lacks antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Interpretations 

The Examiner would like to remind the applicant that claim 4 is an apparatus 
claim. However, lines 9-10 recite a process limitation. Only structural limitations are 
given patentable weight during examination of apparatus claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 4 recite the limitations "imparting an electrochemical dissolving 
effect to each machined surface of multiple workpieces" in lines 3-4, "forming at least 
one fluid dynamic pressure groove on said each machined surface" in limes 6-7 and 
"wherein the same electrolyte is directed from a common electrolyte tank to each 
machining device" in lines 8-9. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these 
limitations in the claim. 
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The scope of claims 1 and 4 are unclear because as claimed the imparting and 
forming steps occur on machined surfaces (past tense), which implies a machining step 
prior to the imparting and forming steps. However, this contradicts the specification in 
which the imparting and forming steps occur as part of the machining process. 
Therefore, the Examiner is uncertain as to what surfaces the imparting and forming 
steps would occur upon. 

Regarding claims 2-3 and 5-6, the further limitations do not clarify the 
indefiniteness of the corresponding parent claims 1 and 3. 

Due to the indefiniteness in the scope of claims 1-6, the art rejection for the 
instant claims is not given in this Office Action.
